Certainly our woods inc! w a­ 
ters 
never before provided the 
scene 
for 
enjoyment 
for more 
people. 
Fishing in most waters 
wras 
good. Deer and bear were 
taken in record numbers. Grouse 
and rabbits showed unmistakable 
signs of 
increasing in numbers 
over the previous season. 
If we are to continue to have 
a “sportsman’s paradise" we must 
be awake in 1947. 
This is the 
year the legislature meets, and 
the legislature by its actions con­ 
trols 
the 
fate 
of the outdoors 
sports. 
It is safe, in the light of the 
past, to predict that measures af­ 
fecting 
the 
outdoorsman’s sport 
proposed 
before 
the 
legislature 
will range from the sublime to 
the 
ridiculous. 
There 
will be 
sound 
proposals, some that are 
well-meaning

impractical, 
some based on incomplete knowl­ 
edge and some plain vicious in 
their results if enacted. 
It is up to the sportsmen and 
those interested in conservation,

License Boost 
Of 
the many proposals to be 
debated at the session of the new 
legislature is that for 
increased 
license 
fees. 
Upper

sportsmen have generally receiv­ 
ed the suggestion for fee boosts

dowmstate. 
Despite the fact that it hits us 
where we are vulnerable, in the 
pocketbook, there is a case for 
upping the ftH?s and is put in the 
following way by the editor of 
Michigan Conservation: 
A good five-cent cigar costs ll 
cents nowadays and the prew ar 
dollar watch carries a $3.98 tag. 
Practically everything costs more, 
or had you noticed it? 
And everything for which the 
Conservation 
Department 
must 
spend money costs more also. 
Wages are up, as are costs of 
, materials and equipment. Its mo­ 
torized firefighting rigs betray the 
same symptoms of old age as does 
the 
family 
bus 
that has been 
knocking along since before Pearl 
I Harbor. 
No purchaser of a hunting or 
fishing 
Wcense can be unaware 
i that everything costs more nowa- 
| days. No sportsman who under­ 
stands 
that 
conservation is big 


business in Michigan can help but 
realize that the department’s costs 
must have increased greatly. 
The 
Conservation Commission 
will ask the 1947 Legislature to 
approve increases in both resi­ 
dent and nonresident fishing and 
hunting license fees. It will rec­ 
ommend 
that resident fish and 
resident small game license fees 
w’hich provide a major portion of 
department 
revenues 
shall 
be 
doubled, a proposed increase from 
$1 to $2. 
A dollar stretches only so far, 
and that isn’t very far nowadays. 
Either the department gets more 
money 
from 
license fees or its 
operations will be reduced con­ 
siderably. 
It’s as simple as that, and as 
understandable. 
Major functions of the depart­ 
ment—game, 
fish, 
law enforce­ 
ment, 
education, general opera­ 
tions—are financed from a fund 
made up largely from the sale of 
licenses. 
Present license fees, the princi­ 
pal 
revenue-producing 
ones 
at 
least, were established in the de­ 
pression 30s. The fees for hunt­ 
ing licenses have not been chang­ 
ed since 1933 when they were re­ 
duced from previous levels. 
In 
that year the resident small game 
license 
f^e 
was 
reduced from 
$1.75 to $1 and the resident deer 
hunting license cost dropped from 
$3.50 to $2.25. A general rod li­ 
cense fee of 50 cents was estab­ 
lished 
also 
in 1933. 
The last- 
named fee was increased to $1 in 
1939 with the stipulation that 40 
cents of each such dollar was to 
be 
earmarked 
for fisheries re ­ 
search, for lake and stream im ­ 
provement. and for acquisition of 
public fishing sites. 
A modest surplus was built up 
by the Commission during the late 
’30s and earlv HOs even though 
fees remained at depression lev­ 
els. 
The war years were not a 
time when anything except essen- 
tion work could be undertaken. 
But, beginning in 1941. opera­ 
tional costs began to climb and 
to eat into the surplus. 
During 
the last fiscal year, the depart­ 
ment has been reaching into the 
bottom 
of 
the 
surplus barrel. 
Costs have increased about 50 per 
cent 
during the last five years 
and the end is not in sight. 
There are but two alternatives 
—increase 
revenues 
or 
curtail j 
services.

a cedar swamp near his famous 
saloon on the edge of Florence.

gebic range another, the most fa­ 
mous town in the Northwest, H ur­ 
ley, became the capital of every­ 
thing in the region.

Author Holbrook, uses a story 
of a glamorous titian-haired girl 
Belga and her employer, Joe de 
Caire, a brothel keeper to illus­ 
trate the wild and lawless times 
in the famous town.

From there, Holbrook moves his 
sto r y westward to the growth of 
the huge Mesabi range which was 
discovered by timber cruisers and 
brought huge and new fortunes on 
the American scene.

On 
the heels of the pioneers and ad­ 
venturers came the settled miners 
and out of it grew’ the huge cities 
of Duluth, Ashland, Superior and 
Hibbing.

clerks were previously advised by 
the chairman of the state election 
commission that the final day for 
filing 
nominating petitions was 
Jan. 13, apparently an error. 
The year 1947 
will 
mark 
the 
first township elections to be held 
in 
Michigan since 
1944. Three 
years ago the legislature changed 
the terms of office in 
the town­ 
ships from one to two years, and 
the attorney general ruled that all 
incumbents hold 
over 
until the 
next regular election in 1947. 
In Delta county many

are expected, and

that several supervisors and town­ 
ship officers will not be candidates 
for reelection.
